Equally well known in his day as a 
leader, newspaper publisher 
and Washington correspondent, Mr. 
Heath was one of the few men who 
have proved experts in both the edi- 
torial and business ends of a newspaper. 
He has been spoken of as probably in- 
timately familiar with more Americans 
of prominence, both in business and 
political life, than any other man of 
his time. 


Founded Daily Papers. 


Born in Muncie, Ind., August 31, 
1857, he would soon have celebrated his 
seventieth birthday. Most of his edu- 
cation was received in an Indiana 

rinting office, where he learned a 
ade and gained some experience as a 
reporter. When 21 years old he estab- 
lished Muncie’s first daily paper, the 
Muncie Times, and three years later 
became founder and editor of the first 
dally newspaper at Aberdeen, 8S. Dak. 

When 24 he became Washington cor- 
Fespondent for the old Indianapolis 
Journal, and while still under 30 was 
Offered appointment by President Har- 
Yison as provisional governor of South 
Dakota pending admission of the Ter- 
ritory to statehood. He declined the 
appointment. 

After taking a part in the Harrison 
campaign he was made fleld manager 
of the campaign which resulted in the 
election of McKinley. During the pub- 
licity campaign of the Republican na- 
tional committee in 1896, with Hanna 
#s chairman, he directed the work of 
350 writers and supplied 135 carloads 
of campaign literature for use in 2,500 
Republican newspapers. So compre- 
fiensive a campaign has never before 
or since been undertaken. He served 
as editor and publisher of the Cincin- 
mati Commercial-Gazette, now the 
Commercial-Tribune, in 1894. 


Arbitrated Rail Rates. 


As First Assistant Postmaster General 
under McKinley, he started the devel- 
opment of the present system of rural 
free delivery mail. With an appropri- 
ation of less than $30,000, he conducted 
the first experiment, and later put rural 
mail delivery in practical operation. 
Three times he offered his resignation, 
which President McKinley refused to 
receive until 1900 he was elected sec- 
retary of the Republican national com- 
mittee. 

He arbitrated the government’s con- 
tention over railroad rates, which de- 
cision was later confirmed both by 
Congress and the United States Su- 
preme Court. He was for a time direc- 
tor and stockholder of a railroad. 

Mr. Heath was publisher and editor 
of the Salt Lake City Tribune from 
1901 to 1905 and later founded the 
Salt Lake City Telegram. His inter- 
ests also extended to gas companies, 
and mining and industrial corpora- 
tions. 

In 1890 he married Miss Ella Conway, 
of Louisville, Ky., who survives him. 
He leaves two brothers, Fletcher, of 
Columbus, Ohio, and John, of Minne- 
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apolis. Two brothers, Fred, of Muncie, 
and Cyrus, of Noblesville, Ind., are 
dead. His parents were the Rev. Jacob 
W. and Rhoda A. Heath. 

He was an intimate acquaintance of 
every President since Harrison. Presi- 
dent McKinley once sought to appoint 
him Postmaster General. He declined 
because of a desire to return to pri- 
vate life. He also declined appointment 
as Ambassador to European countries. 

Few men have traveled so extensive- 
ly. He crossed the Atlantic nearly 50 
times, and had circumngvigated the 
globe. Forty years ago he wrote a 
book on Russia. He was one of the 
early members of the National Press 
club. The Gridiron club was formed 
in his office. . 

To quote George B. Lockwood, editor 
of tke National Republican, “Perry 
Heath was one of the most able, ver- 
satile and successful men Indiana has 
ever produced. He had a remarkable 
insight into men and affairs, a wide 
range of knowledge and experience.” 


Lauded by Colleague. 


Louis Ludlow, Washington corres- 
pondent for the Columbus (Ohio) Dis- 
patch, said: “Probably no other poli- 
ticilan in the history of America was in- 
trusted with as many delicate missions 
of all conceivable kinds. He was ‘fixer’ 
of the Harrison and McKinley adminis- 
trations, using that term in no ill 
sense, but as indicative of a service 
which only one of his extraordinary 
discernment and adroitness was quali- 
fled to perform. He never wanted of- 
fice, and repeatedly declined appoint- 
ments that were thrust at him. He 
was the advisor of Presidents, and they 
steered clear of many an entaglement 
by accepting his advice.”

In 1908 he was elected 
to the State senate and was reelected 
in 1912, having no opposition either 
time. 

In the election which sent President 
Wilson to the White House, Dr. Lazaro 
was elected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives as a member of the Sixty- 
third Congress, which met for the 
first time in ‘April, 1913. He was re- 
elected to the Sixty-fourth and Sixty- 
fifth Congresses, and without oppo- 
sition to succeeding Congresses from 
the Seventh Louisian congressional 
district.

Admitted After Argument. 


After a long argument the letter was 
admitted as evidence. 

“I agree with McDonald, a fertilizer 
salesman, that the California Tomato 
Growers association should be investi- 
gated,” Sapiro wrote. “If the records of 
the association are examined, you will 
find a letter from me analyzing their 
troubles gand pointing out three par- 
ticularly important actions which con- 
tributed vitally to the disastrous con- 
clusion of the enterprise.” 

“Now, do you still say it was a suc- 
cess?” barked Senator Reed. 

“I do,” returned Sapiro, putting in 
an expianation that, having achieved 
the purpose of its organization, it was 
success. 

Senator Reed, after hours of ques- 
tioning, brought out that at the time 
the tomato growers dissolved and were 
absorbed in part by the new Vegetable 
Growers of California, Inc., Sapiro’s 
firm still was owed several thousand 
dollars in fees. Promissory notes were 
taken, assigned to others and suit 
brought for collection. 


Got Only Part of Fees. 


Shortly afterward Sapiro testified, 
the vegetable growers ceased to func- 
tion, and his firm received only a part 
of the fees. 

“You got your fees through receiver- 
ship proceedings?” Reed asked. 

“To my best recollection we did not,” 
réplied Sapiro. 

Senator Reed referred frequently to 
the minutes of a meeting of the to- 
mato growers at which Sapiro was 
present by request and sought to draw 
out the witness. 

“I don’t remember it; if it appears 
in the record I am ready to accept it,” 
was the usual response. 


Others Have Disbanded. 


Reed brought out that several of the 
cooperative agencies Sapiro organized 
were disbanded. 

“One of the reasons you quit as at- 
torney for the vegetable growers was 
because some of the members were 
dissatisfied with your services?” asked 
the senator. 

“Absolutely 
firmly. 

There was reference to an Oregon as- 
sociation, now defunct. 

“Well, when did it die,’ asked Reed, 
heavily stressing the “it” 

“When our contract expired,” replied 
Sapiro evenly. 

Another time Reed tried to show 
that Sapiro-Organized Washington 
Wheat Growers had been in process of 
dissolution, but Sapiro pointed out it 
was merged with another association in 
the Northwestern Wheat Growers.

IN THE THREE STATES 


Operators Refuse to Continue’ 


Activities in Shafts Pend- 
ing a Conference. 


Chicago, March 30 (By A. P.).—Pro- 
duction of coal in the central com- 
petitive field, will virtually cease at 
midnight tomorrow night. operators of 
Iowa, Ohio and Illinois predicted today. 

Another day of work separated the 


150,000 coal miners from suspension, 
which will be the rule at the expiration 
of the Jacksonville wage scale agree- 
ment, March 31. 

Operators said the shutdown would 
be almost complete, but miners’ offi- 
cials in Illinois and Iowa claimed 30 
mines in each of those two States would 
remain in operation. 

Scrutinizing this claim, President 
Rice Miller, of the Illinois Operators 
association, said the coal produced by 
the 30 mentioned by the Illinois min- 
ers’ president, had no commercial sig- 
nifiicance. 

In Iowa, President George Heaps, 
jr., of the Iowa Coal Mine Operators 
association, said that if Iowa miners 
claimed 30 Iowa mines would continue 
work, “it means nothing.” 

“Iowa coal operators,” he said, ‘““‘are 
Standing pat. Sixty association mines 
produce 90 per cent of the State ton- 
nage, while 294 mines produce the 
other 10, so that even if 30 such mines 
had signed the agreement it means 
nothing.” 

Governor Seeks Peace. 


Gov. John Hammill, of Iowa, an- 
nounced he was continuing efforts to 
get the Iowa operators and miners to- 
gether in conference, in hope tomorrow 
night’s shutdown might be averted. 

President Rice Miller of the Illinois 
operators said he would welcome any 
move by the miners looking toward a 
conference, but that it would be im- 
possible for them to accede to the sug- 
gestion that operation continue pend- 
ing a new agreement. 

“No mine in Illinois,” he said, “can 
work under the present wage agree- 
ment and make money. Competition 
by nonunion mines with lower produc- 
tion costs is too great. 

“We have invited the miners to name 
a committee and meet with us, so the 
next move must come from them. We 
adjourned our conference today to 
meet again a week from Friday in St. 
Louis.” 

President S. H. Robbins of the Ohio 
operators said that he believed very 
few operators would negotiate inde- 
pendently with the miners. ‘ 

Madisonville, Ky., March 30 (By A. 
P.).—A total of 248 of the 250 miners 
employed by the Duvin coal mine, near 
Providence, Webster county, were idle 
today, claiming they had quit because 
of the discharge of two union officials 
last night by the mine management. 
Operators of the mine said operations 
were at a standstill because of leaking 
boilers and that the mine would be 
running again tomorrow. 


Urges Strike in West Virginia. 


Fairmont, W. Va., March 30 (By A. 
P.).—Miners in northern West Virginia 
were called on tonight to strike for the 
Jacksonville wage scale, or a higher one, 
on April 1, by Van A. Bittner, chief 
international representative of the 
United Mine Workers in this region. 
Bittner invited coal operators of the 
district to confer with him last Satur- 
day on a wage agreement. None an- 
swered the invitation. 

In his strike call tonight Bittner 
termed the failure of the operators to 
confer with union Officials “fa declara- 
tion of war against the United Mine 
Workers,” and an attempt “to destroy 
every vestige of the coal miners’ union 
in northern West Virginia in order that 
they can further reduce wages and de- 
grade the miners and their families.” 

All but 1 of the 250 mines in north- 
ern West Virginia have been operat- 
ing nonunion for two years.

Charlottesville, Va., March 30.—Miss 
Sarah George, of this city, has been 
appointed princess of the fourth Shen- 
andoah apple blossom festival at Win- 
chester, Va., to represent the Twenty- 
seventh senatorial district of Virginia.

‘The queen’s party of the apple blos- 
som festival will consist of 40 princesses 
of the Old Dominion and 10 princesses 
from West Virginia and Maryland.

Chicago, March 30 (By A. _P.).— 
Average income of the American 
working person is 1144 cents a min- 
ute, Warner 8. Hays, of Philadel- 
phia, secretary of the Clock Manu- 
facturers’ Association of America, 
said in address at an industrial con- 
ference here today. 

“President Coolidge received 50 
cents a minute, while Gloria Swan- 
son receives $7.40 a minute for an 
eight-hour day,” said Mr. Hays. “Fif- 
ty to 60 cents a minute is average 
pay for railroad presidents, heads of 
insurance companies and _ leading 
bankers. When all the mass of 
American workers waste a second it 
costs $9,980. 

“Douglas Fairbanks and Charlie 
Chaplin are paid.11 cents a second, 
or $6.67 a minute. Will Hays, di- 
rector of the movie industry, is paid 
$1 a minute. Former Judge Landis, 
baseball commissioner, is paid 43 
cents a minute, Income of every- 
body at work is approximately $550,- 
000 a minute, or $35,000,000 an 
hour.” 


TAPE-MASKED THIEF 
TERRORIZES BANKERS 


Looking Like a Mummy With 
Swathed Face, Robber 
Scoops Up $8,000. 


Los Angeles, March 30 (By A. P.).—A 
holdup man who had completely masked 
his face with bandages and strips of ad- 
hesive tape, robbed the Hoover street 
branch of the Merchants National Trust 
and Savings Bank here today and es- 
caped with $8,000. 

Dropping down from a loft above the 
bank, in which detectives believe he 
had been in hiding three days and 
nights, the robber brandished two re- 
volvers and intimidated the six em- 
ployes of the institution. 

Phillip Simon, manager of the branch, 
said the man’s appearance struck terror 
into all those in the bank. “He ap- 
peared exactly like a mummy,” said 
Simon. 

During his ‘“‘residence’”’ in the loft the 
robber had sawed through the burglar 
alarm wiring pipe and rewired the 
alarm in such manner that by the jerk 
of a rope he could put it out of com- 
mission. The telephone wires also were 
cut. Peep holes had been drilled through 
the floor of the loft. 


Bishops Pass Revised 
English Prayer Book 


London, March 30 (By A. P.).—The 
bishops of Canterbury and York, sit- 
ting in convocation, today passed a 
resolution consenting to the forward- 
ing of the revised prayer book measure 
to the national assembly of the Church 
of England, in July. If approved by 
the church assembly, the measure will 
go to parliament. 

In “Canterbury province, 21 voted for 
the measure and 4 against it, while the 
York province vote was unanimous in 
affirmation.

PREFERS TO BE ACTIVE 


New York, March 30 (By A. P.)— 
Candid publicity in corporation affairs, 
advocated by Prof. William Z. Ripley, 
of Harvard, is indorsed by Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the board of the 
United States Steel Corporation, in an 
interview in the current issue of Forbes 
Magazine. 

“The people have a right to know 
how the people’s business is being car- 
ried on,” Mr. Gary says, “and the more 
they do know about it, the better it will 
be for business. Big business, like 
human life, can not thrive properly 
in the dark.” 

The steel magnate explains why, at 
80, he remains head of the United 
States Steel Corporation in the face of 
persistent rumors of his retirement. 

“I have nothing against longevity for 
those who happen to be interested in 
it,” he says, declaring he is more in- 
terested in life. “But it somehow seems 
to suggest to me a game of merely 
hanging on. I was never much in- 
terested in hanging on. One can not 
live, to be sure, unless he keeps his 
body alive; nevertheless keeping one’s 
body alive is not life. 

“Life consists of the things we do, 
the friends we make. The give and 
take which go to make up human 
organization. Business. Cooperation. 
Knowledge. Work. These are the things 
that interest me, and I find myself as 
interested in them as ever.”

NOW TO RUN FOR HOUSE 


Richmond, Va., March 30 (By A. P.). : 
A surprise coup that set the State cap- 
itol abuzz, was effected today in the 
senate of the Virginia general assembly 
when Alfred C. Smith, of Norfolk, once 
expelled from that branch and since 
denied readmission, was sworn into of- 
fice and immediately resigned. 

Smith and members of the committee 
on privileges and elections, which con- 
ducted an investigation into charges re- 
fiecting on his character. previously had 
come to an agreement, under the terms 
of which the Norfolk man was to be 
given the oath, admitted to his seat- 
and at once turn in his resignation. 
Smith lived up to the agreement,—an- 
nouncing to newspapermen afterward 
that he will be a candidate for mem- 
bership in the house of delegates from 
Norfolk county in the August primaries 


The committee presented a report to 
the senate declaring that it had found 
Smith was “morally unfitted” to be a 
member of the senate, and that the evi- 
dence justified his expulsion “immedi- 
ately upon his taking the oath of of- 
fice.” Thirty-six senators approved the 
report, but there were two dissenting 
voices when Senator J. S. Barron, of | 
Norfolk, and 8S. S. Lambeth, of Bedford. 
objected to seating the applicant. They 
said they agreed with the committee 
regarding the unfitness of Smith, but 
could not agree to admitting him. 

“I can not agree,’ Senator Lambeth 
said, ‘“‘to have the sanctity of the oath 
of this body become a travesty. When 
a senator, expelled once, has the ef- 
frontry and the insolence to become a 
candidate again for the office from 
which he was expelled, he should not 
be admitted.” 

Senator Barron said: “I agree with the 
committee that Mr. Smith is morally 
unfitted to sit-in the senate, but I can 
not vote to seat him.”

LISTENERS’ LEAGUE HEAD

Labor Spokesman Opposes 
Any Attempt to Give Prop- 
erty Rights in Air. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Material improvement in the national 
system of broadcasting must be made 
dn the next few months, said, a report 
presented to the Federal radio commis- 
sion at its hearing yesterday on means 
for remedying chaotic conditions of ra- 
dio communication. 

The report, prepared by the radio 
committee of the American Engineering 
council, covered every phase of the 
problem on which testimony had been 
taken and was read at the end of a 
day of technical arguments on the 
“physical side of the situation. 

Further radical alteration of existing 
policy, the report declared, “would be 
difficult or impossible to make after the 
commission’s initial establishment of a 
revised system, unless the improve- 
ments first made are planned to provide 
for them as an ultimate part of the 
system.” 

Fear Exploitation. 


The ultimate consumer of radio pro- 
duction, the listener and organized 
labor also had their say as to what 


should be done to improve conditions 
and protect available ether channels 
from “private exploitation for profit.” 

Although representatives of these in- 
terests interjected their opinions in the 
midst of technical argument, their 
statements were welcomed by the com- 
mission with the declaration that it 
would be glad to “hear from the oppo- 
sition.” 

Declaring he hoped he would be 
“kicked out” if his statements proved 
too objectionable, Francis St. Austrel, 
president of the Iowa Listeners league, 
said the radio situation was “in a mess 
because of the petty jealousies between 
broadcasters,” and demanded that they 
get together on a program that would 
ease the situation. 

Oppose Use for Profit. 


Edward M. Nockles, secretary of the 
Chicago federation of labor, operator of 
station WCFL at Chicago, advised the 
commission that organized labor was 
opposed to property rights on the air 
and that radio communication must be 


developed “for the benefit of all the 
people and not as a source of profit 
for corporations, private or political in- 
terests.” 

Subjects discussed included the pro- 
posed reduction of frequency separa- 
tion to augment the present 89 wave- 
lengths used in this country; simulta- 
neous broadcasting with the same fre- 
quency, distances between stations, 
chain broadcasting and division of time. 
Designers and manufacturers opposed 
the reduction of the 10 kilocycle gap 
now allowed between wavelengths on 
the ground that the present state of the 
art would not permit such a change 
without increasing heterodyne interfer- 
ence.

CONSCRIPTION COUNTRIES 
WIN AGAIN AT GENEVA 


Definite Proportion Between 
Officers and Men Refused 
at Arms Meeting. 


LISTING G. A. R. OPPOSED 


Geneva, March 30 (By A. P.).—The 
countries practicing military conscrip- 
tion, including France and Japan, won 
another point at today’s session of the 
League of Nations preparatory com- 
mission which is seeking to draw up 
@ general disarmament treaty. A Brit- 
ish proposal to have a definite propor- 
tion fixed between the numbers of offi- 
cers and men in active service was de- 
feated through the opposition of the 
conscription countries. 

Viscount Cecil, England, has suggest- 
ed that the proportion of officers 
should not exceed 1 to every 15 men, 
but the conscription representatives, 
led by Paul Boncour, France, argued 
that conscript armies, being less effi- 


cient than permanent armies, required 
more officers for the proper training 
of recruits. A compromise was reached 
by which each country would announce 
the number of its officers. 
The commission accepted a. provision 
that each country shall be at liberty 
to send reinforcements to its colonies, 
provided tbat the total of its forces 
at home ahd abroad, does not exceed 
the maximum allowed under the pro- 
posed treaty. 
There was an animated discussion 
today over whether military organiza- 
tions subject to limitation should in- 
clude police forces, customs officials, 
forest guards and other similar bodies. 
Hugh Gibson, American delegate, re- 
marked that the formula under de- 
bate would apply to the Grand Army 
of the Republic in the United States. 
Since these civil war veterans average 
around 80 years of age, he respectfully 
doubted whether theirs should be class- 
ed as active military organizations. He 
added that American customs officers 
and forest guards are unarmed and 
untrained for war purposes and there- 
fore not useful in a military capacity. 
Decision went over to a later date.

HINES SEEKS RULING 
~ ON VETERANS’ LOANS 


Authority Wanted From Mc- 
Carl to Use Fund of 
$25,000,000. 


Comptroller General McCarl was re- 
quested by Director Frank T. Hines, 
of the veterans bureau, yesterday, to 
grant authority to borrow from the 
adjusted service certificate fund $25,- 
000,000 to make loans to veterans on 
adjusted service certificates. 

The bureau will have about $3,000,- 
000 available tomorrow, Director Hines 
said, when the first loans will be made 
to veterans. Dierctor Hines made it 
plain that an adverse ruling by McCarl 
will not defeat present plans. 

The bureau is in position, it is said, 
to make loans to veterans from funds 
paid in as premiums on converted in- 
surance at the rate of about $3,000,000 
@ month. However, should the $25,- 
000,000 loan be authorized, the bureau 
will be able to finance veterans much 
more extensively and _ satisfactorily 
than it will be able to do under pres- 
ent resources. 


Device to Keep Auto 
Glass Clear Invented 


A simple device which, it is claimed, 
will prevent windshields of automobiles 
from being obscured by frost, rain or 
mist, has been invented by a Swedish 
engineer, the Department of Commerce 
was advised yesterday by the American 
consulate at Stockholm, Sweden. 

The invention is said to be con- 
structed on the principle that a vacuum 
furnished heat insulation, and therefore 
it has been given the name of “vacu- 
um.” The arrangement is simple. The 
device is made of thick glass and is 
fastened to the windshield by suction 
which is strong enough to keep it firmly 
in position. The device is said to insure 
a clear view in all weather. During in- 
vestigations conducted by the Swedish 
testing institute, it is said, the inven- 
tion proved itself capable of meeting 
the severest tests. 


WESTERN DISTILLER 
WILL MAKE OFFER SOON 


Corporation to Manufacture 
Bourbon Whisky Being 
Framed Here. 


EASTERN INTERESTS LAG 


Plans for the formation of a single 
corporation for the manufacture of 
bourbon whisky will be presented to 
Assistant Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
Andrews by representatives of Western 
distillers, it was disclosed yesterday by 
their attorney, Levi Cooke, of Wash- 
ington. 

It is understood that the Eastern 
distillers, makers of rye whisky, will 
present a similar recommendation. The 
Western distillers have been working 
for some time on the program of a 
single corporation, it was said, and 
have made further progress than the 
Eastern distillers, who have been work- 
ing along the same line. 

The distillers are meeting in Wash- 
ington, at the request of Assistant 
Secretary Andrews, to draw up sugges- 
tions for the disposition of whisky 
stocks. Their views on the matter have 
been sought by Andrews as part of a 
program which has as’ its aim the 
placing of responsibility on the shoul- 
ders of a few, enabling prohibition 
Officials to keep a better check on 
medicinal whisky. 

The aim of the distillers, Mr. Cooke 
said, is to preserve the old traditional 
lines. Their program, theref6re, is to 
place all medicinal whisky in the 
hands of two corporations, the Western 
corporation to manufacture bourbon 
whisky, and the Eastern corporation to 
manufacture rye. The Western dis- 
tillers and warehousemen, meeting at 
the Willard hotel, have formed into 
a committee of eight, with R. E. 
Wathen, of Louisville, Ky. as chair- 
man. They are drawing up the de- 
tails of the one-corporation plan, which 
will be submitted to Andrews in two 
or three days, Mr. Cooke said.

4 KILLED, 300 MEN ESCAPE 
IN TERRIFIC MINE EXPLOSION 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


victims. Federal and State mine in- 
spectors then went into the workings, 
hoping to ascertain the cause of the 
blast. Company officials believed that 
@ runaway trip of cars broke a trolley 
wire, causing a spark which ignited 
coal dust. The investigators were 
hampered by afterdamp, the deadiy gas 
which follows an _ explosion. They 
worked in masks, 


The mine, a union operation, is one 
of the largest drift mouth workings in 
the field and had been operating since 
1883. Today’s was the first explosion 
in its history. 


Mining men at the scene marveled 
at the speed with which rescue workers 
were gathered. They came from all 
parts of this vast mining field, ready 
to step in and render aid. The United 
States bureau of mines rescue car 
Holmes, with a trained crew, was rushed 
in from Derry, Pa. Doctors, nurses, am- 
bulances and undertakers came from 
Johnstown and other larger cities of 
Cambria county. Salvation Army girls 
were on hand, feeding the rescuers. 


Of the 300 survivors, only 6 needed 
aid to get from the mine. These men 
were affected by afterdamp, but re- 
covered quickly when they reached the 
fresh air. 


Office Building Wrecked. 


The explosion was of such. great 
force that when it ripped from the 
shaft the mouth of the mine it blew 
down a two-story office building about 
200 feet from the entry. Some office 
employes were injured when the struc- 
ture collapsed. The mouth of the mine 
caved in, making rescue work difficult.

How Men Escaped. 


Seeking an explanation of how the 
miners escaped unharmed in the ex- 
plosion today that wrecked buildings 
on the surface, United States bureau 
of mines experts here said they be- 
lieved the blast spent itself on the air 
coming out of the mine and that the 
men were unharmed because they were 
in rooms off the main headings, 
through which the explosion passed. 

Authorities pointed out the No. 3 
mine was a two-level shaft, with an air 
intake system and an air outlet. The 
main sloping plane, leading from the 
mouth, they said, probably car- 
ried air out of the workings. The ex- 
plosion, they said, must have occurred 
when a heavy current of air was pass- 
ing, and the blast rode this current 
through the underground tunnels, 
passing with great speed to the outside, 
where it wrecked buildings and mine 
materials. The miners, experts be- 
lieved, were saved because the explosion 
traveled so swiftly.

sions by force, imposing on the Chi- 
nese respect for the flags, persons and 
property of foreign nationals. 

Great Britain is willing to take either 
course at this moment. She would pre- 


fer to defend what she has and secure 
the Chinese respect. If the others will 
profit equally by any gains to be made 
and will do their part, Great Britain 
will do hers, but she is not disposed to 
bear the burden alone. 

Foreign Secretary Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, in view of this situation, par- 
ried a@ number of questions in the 
house of commons this afternoon. He 
told Commander Kenworthy (laborite) 
that no negotiations had been opened 
with the nationalist government about 
the future of Shanghai, as the mo- 
ment was not propitious, and he an- 
swered another laborite that precau- 
tions at Tientsin are under considera- 
tion, 


Punitive Action Considered. 


Whatever happens, however, Great 
Britain is not likely to allow the out- 
rages at Nanking to go unpunished. 
The cabinet is now considering a pro- 
posal to undertake punitive measures 
against the Cantonese in default of a 
full public apology and payment of com- 
plete indemnity for the outrages. The 
punishment is likely to take the form 
of a blockade of the Cantonese above 
Shanghai along the Yangtze. 

A full statement on the Nanking 
events was made this afternoon in the 
house of commons by Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain in answer to arranged questions. 
He said he now was able to supplement 
his statement of the other day by in- 
formation which had come to hand, in 
part, directly from British sources and 
partly from information suppfied the 
British Minister at Peking by the 
American and Japanese representatives. 

The looting, he said, was carried out 
by soldiers, in uniform, belonging to 
formstions under command of Gen. 
Chang Chien. This fact was sworn to by 
the British consul general, the Ameri- 
can consul and numerous responsible 
British and American ‘residents. The 
looters in small parties were controlled 
by the blowing of whistles and were 
called by a bugle shortly after the firing 
from the men of war began. The British 
consulate was surrounded before being 
entered and sentries posted. 

About 30 soldiers spent the previous 
night in the vice consular house, which 
was not occupied at the time of the 
raising of the revolutionary flag. 


No Violence by Northerners. 


The foreigners were not molested by 
northern troops of local inhabitants 
and both were friendly and assisted 
the foreigners to escape.

Tokyo For United Action. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Tokyo, March 30.—The cabinet has 
decided to cooperate jointly with Great 
Britain and America and _ possibly 
France in investigating the Nanking 
incident, with a possibility of coopera- 
tion in future actions in China limited 
to the defense of lives and property. 
The foreign office declares nothing has 
happened to justify any change of 
Japan’s announced policy and repeat- 
ed its refusal to surrender any of the 
existing legal rights in the face of 
force, but stated its willingness to ne- 
gotiate new treaties with any responsi- 
ble, recognizable government. 

The foreign office today ordered the 
Japanese consuls on the Yangtze to 
prepare to withdraw all the Japanese 
from the Yangtze valley where the Chi- 
nese*are unable to guarantee protec- 
tion. Already two steamers have left 
Hankow filled with Japanese women 
and children. 

Japanese refugees arriving at Kobe 
from Hankow state the Japanese there 
and at Shanghai are most grateful to 
the Americans and British, who pro- 
tected them when their own govern- 
ment failed. :

More British Troops to China.

will give full protection to the colony 
and that it has no intention of aban- 
doning or diminishing in any way 
British rights or authority in any part 
of the territories under its adminis- 
tration. 

Further British troops left Hongkong 
today for Shanghai, a battalion em- 
barking on the steamer Vasna, and 
the headquarters staff of the first field 
brigade of royal artillery on the Belle- 
rophon. 

Finance Minister Soong of the na- 
tionalist government arrived in Shang- 
hai today from Hankow. He is a brother 
of Mrs. Sun Yat Sen, widow of the 
Chinese republican leader. 


Foreigners Are Stoned. 


The American missions in China are 
calling out their missionaries in the 
field in northern Shantung and Shansi 
as a result of the antiforeign agitation 
which has spread north from nation- 
alist-controlled China.

Two troop trains bearing the remain- 
der of Quantico’s contribution to the 
second marine corps expeditionary 
force to China, including 50 officers 
and men from the local marine bar- 
racks and Washington navy yard, left 
that marine garrison yesterday. 

At 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning, 
the third train from Quantico had 
started for San Diego, Calif.,.where the 
transport, Henderson, will take the re- 
established Sixth.regiment to China. 

Nine special trains from Quantico, 
Philadelphia, and Parris Island, S. C., 
are now on their way westward. Tues- 
Gay's advance guard of two trains from 
Quantico were nearing New Orleans 
yesterday, when the four Philadelphia 
trains, third and fourth Quantico 
trains, and one from Parris Island 
were getting under way. : 

Villagers and townspeople cheered 
the Quantico trains as they sped 
South. Their coaches were chalked- 
marked “Bound for China.” Jiggs 
2d, latest official mascot of the corps. 
did not make the trip. Corps 
headquarters believed that the bull- 
dog will be more valuable as mascot 
for the baseball team at Quantico. 
He will come to Quantico by train from 
Philadelphia this afternoon or tomor- 
row morning. 

Train No. 3, first out of Quantico 
yesterday, carried six officers and 130 
men, forming the special service com- 
pany, and casuals from that post and 
other stations. The fourth train from 
there left at 1:30 yesterday afternoon 
with eight officers and 119 men in- 
cluding the regimental band, brigade 
headquarters and casuals. 

“Goodbye Girls, Goodbye,” the band 
played as the train bearing the District 
marines pulled out of the station, with 
a@ group of fluttering handkerchiefs, 
some tear-stained. This train took the 
last of the 67 officers and 502 men as- 
sembled at the Virginia base. 

Maj. E. B. Long is in command of 
the four trains from Quantico bearing 
artillerists, aviators and the line. The 
artillery detachment, which left Tues- 
day, is composed of seven officers, one 
medical officer and 130 men; the avia- 
tion unit, leaving the same day, con- 
sists of seven officers and 123 men. 
Tuesday’s trains carried four field guns 
and six observation planes. 

Four trains from Philadelphia and 
one from Parris island, left yesterday 
with 800 men and Col Harold C. Snyder, 
Washington man and regimental com- 
mander. Sergt. Maj. J. W. Thorp, 
Philadelphia, is the veteran “‘non-com” 
of the “outfit,” wearing six enlistment 
stripes, the China, Nicaragua, world 
war, Philippines and Mexican service 
ribbons.

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Anhwei and Kiangsu Areas 
Included in New Warning 
by MacMurray. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Exodus of Americans from the civil 
war-torn interior of China is gathering 
‘momentum under repeated official 
warnings. 

A blanket message from ,Minister 
MacMurray at Peking to those in the 
northern section of Anhwei and Kiang- 
su provinces, reported to the State De- 
partment yesterday, added this area to 
the proscribed danger zone which al- 
ready includes the whole great valley of 
the Yangtze. 

Supplementary efforts by the depart- 
ment itself to induce missionary boards 
at home to recall their workers from 
the interior, also were disclosed. They 
were made informally several days ago, 
with the further statement to the mis- 


sion heads that Consul General Gauss | 


at Shanghai had urged recall to the 
United States of missionaries now tak 
ing refuge in Shanghai. Gauss said the 
international settlement was so con- 
gested with refugees that living condi- 
tions were becoming difficult. 

Further reports from China during 
the day showed increasing antiforeign 
tension at Ichang with “unfavorable 
reaction,” presumably to the Nanking 
incident, is feared. As a contrast, how- 
ever, the situation at Amoy, which was 
the cause of recent apprehension, ap- 
peared relieved. Quiet prevailed there, 
Consul Putnam reported, and “the 
Chinese authorities assure the contin- 
uation of such a condition.” 

There was no further word from 
Wuhu, where a crisis was indicated in 
Tuesday’s advices, with an antiforeign 
outbreak momentarily feared. At Han- 
kow the situation was again described 
as tense with Americans pouring in 
from interior points and being shipped 
to Shanghai as rapidly as possible. 

The clash between British sailors and 
Chinese at Changsha, where the Ameri- 
can consulate has already been ordered 
closed, was officially reported, but 
without details. It resulted in a de- 
mand by the local nationalist authori- 
ties for surrender of the British in- 
volved, withdrawal of the British war- 
ship and cancellation of extraterritorial 
rights of Britisk subjects. The British 
consul has ordered all British nationals 
out of the area. 

Orders from the legation at Peking 
to clear northern Anhwei and Kiangsu 
of Americans, probably based on the 
expectation that the tide of war is to 
pass through these regions as the na- 
tionalists drive toward Peking in a final 
struggle with the northern war lords 
for mastery of all China south of tke 
Manchurian wall. The two provinces 
are still in northern hands, but with 
the Cantonese advancing. There are 
indications of a wide-enveloping move- 
ment against Peking as a part of the 
southern strategy. 

The statement made by the Japanese 
to Chang’s representatives that the 
Nanking outbreal: indicated lac. of 
control by the nationalist leaders over 
their subordinates cause@ Minister 
MacMurray to warn Americans to evac- 
uate nationalist territory. 

Intimations from London or else- 
where that the Western governments 
are conducting conversations with a 
view to concerted action, probably have 
reference to the Peking conferences of 
the diplomatic corps. As MacMurray 
has not yet reported the purport of 
these meetings and as it has long been 
customary for the corps to act through 
such discussions (although each minis- 


ter made his own representations to 
Chinese authorities), officials here did 
not attach particular significance to 
these meetings.

It 
is thought probable, however, that the 
indictment charging the murder of Lo- 
retta, 7 years old, who died in the 
Alexandria hospital the day following 
the assauit on Mrs. Ridgeway and the 
two children, will be used. 

Boersig is being confined in the jail 
at Winchester pending trial and will 
be brought to Fairfax Tuesday. Judge 
Smith stated last night that, in his 
opinion, no military guard at the trial 
will be necessary. While the feeling 
against Boersig directly following the 
murders and his arrest was intense, 
it is believed that public sentiment is 
in favor of allowing the law to take 
its course, and that there is no danger 
of mob violence. An application for 
a change of venue, made to Judge 
Samuel-G. Brent by attorneys for Boer- 
sig, was refused. 

Judge Brent, who will be holding 
court elsewhere on the day set for the 
Boersig trial, requested Gov. Byrd to 
another judge to preside, 
and the governor selected Judge Smith. 

Boersig, it is understood, insists that 
he is unable to remember anything that 
occurred on the afternoon of the as- 
sault upon Mrs. Ridgeway and the chil- 
dren. A large number of witnesses, in- 
cluding several from Alexandria, have 
been summoned for the trial, among 
them being several wko will act as 
witnesses for Boersig, who 
has a wife and four children in this 
city.

From Water Hyacinths 


Fort Myers, Fla., March 30 (By A. 
P.).—Thomas A. Edison has taken 
time from his rubber experiments 
to study the possibility of develop- 
ing an inexpensive fertilizer from 
water hyacinths. 

The inventor was said today to 
have found that the water plant 
contains all the elements of fertil- 
izer and is rich in soil food when 
allowed to decay. In pointing to 
the hyacinth as a plant of value 
rather than a useless, troublesome 
thing that clutters up the water- 
ways, Mr. Edison explained the plant 
contains potash and phosphate and 
added: 

“We get the nitrogen in our soil 
by planting cowpeas, but by col- 
lecting quantities of the plant and 
allowing it to rot gives a very inex- 
pensive fertilizer. 

The hyacinth is a bulbous plant 
which floats on the surface of 
Florida streams. They grow in 
such quantities as to make navi- 
gation difficult. 
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IMPEACHMENT VOTE 
IN INDIANA DUE TODAY 


Presentation of Evidence in 
Senate Against Judge 
Dearth Completed. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 30 (By A. 
P.).—The Indiana senate, sitting as a 
court of impeachment for the first 
time in 92 years, tomorrow will de- 
termine whether in its judgment Clar- 
ence W. Dearth, judge of the Dela- 
ware county circuit court, has been 
guilty of corruption and other high 
crimes.

London, March 30 (By A. P.).—Fay 
Marbe, American musical comedy 
actress, today won her suit against 
Daly’s theater, brought because she was 
not allowed to play the star role in 
“Yvonne,” for which she had been en- 
gaged and had rehearsed. 

Miss Marbe contended that her pro- 
fessional standing was injured by the 
defendants’ action, and that she had 
been libelled in a letter offering her a 
provincial engagement in place of the 
star role and intimating that she had 
misrepresented her drawing power. The 
theater contended that she had proved 
unsuitable for the part, but they jury 
awarded her £3,000 for damage to her 
professional reputation, and £100 for 
the libel in the letter.

Bill Giving Self-Government 
to Suburban District Ad- 
vanced by Senate. 


REPUBLICANS OPPOSE 
RATIFICATION OF TAX 


Levy or Bond Issue Preferred, 
They, Say, to Meet Sani- 
tary Body’s Act. 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 


Annapolis, Md., March 30.—All but 
the finishing touches were today put 
on the bill which, upon approval by 
the governor, will make a self-govern- 
ing unit in the suburban portion of 
Montgomery county. The measure, al- 
ready passed by the house, was passed 
on second reading by the senate. When 
it receives a third reading, a formality 
in this case, it will go to the gover- 
nor. 

The suburban or metropolitan dis- 
trict roughly will follow the lines of 
the present sanitary district in .the 
county. The county commissioners will 
serve as a municipal council, having 
the authority to issue bonds for street 
improvements, levy taxes, promote 
health and order and otherwise have 
the power of a council. The bill pre- 
pared by the county delegation com- 
posed of Speaker E. Brooke Lee, Dele- 
gate George L. Edmunds, Richard H. 
Lansdale and Harvey J. White and 
Senatcr Eugene Jones, provides that 
the two commissioners having imme- 
diate jurisdiction over the district 
shall receive $1,200 extra compensa- 
tion, while one or both, if they give 
the office their full time, will receive 
$1,800 additional compensation. 

Another bill, now in the hands of 
the governor, creates two additional 
commissioners to have jurisdiction over 
the district. They will not be elected, 
however, until November, 1930, 


Would Reclassify Property. 


One of the first acts of the sub- 
urban district will be to reclassify all 
property for taxation, the bill pro- 
viding that it shall be grouped in 
three classes, agricultural, undevelop- 
ed and developed or property that is 
available for development. 

Provision in the Washington sub- 
urban sanitary commission bill ratify- 
ing the commission’s act of June 10, 
1925, in increasing front-foot benefit 
charges by 331-3 per cent was vig- 
orously opposed today by Republican 
critics from Montgomery and Prince 
Georges counties. 

Wilson Townsend, Republican leader 
in Montgomery county, and C. L. Aileo, 
of Prince Georges county, acting as 
spokesman, charged that this provision 
is an effort to anticipate a contemplat- 
ed adverse court decision. They op- 
posed the bill in its entirety, but 
leveled their attack particularly at 
this provision and that which em- 
powers the governor to appoint the 
members of the commission upon 
recommendation of the board of health. 

They appeared before a joint hear- 
ing conducted by Senator Sasscer, of 
Prince Georges county. Speaker E. 
Brooke Lee, of Montgomery county, 
said that his delegation did not favor 
this method of appointment, prefer- 
ring that the appointments be made by 
the governor subject to the approval 
of the county commissioners. The pro- 
vision was a compromise with Prince 
Georges delegates, he said. 


Outright Tax Is Preferred.

Traveling Police Judge Created. 


Two house bills sponsored by the 
county delegation headed by Delegate 
Henry L. Morris, creating a county po- 
lice Judge and reducing the number of 
constables from 36 to 23, necessitated 
by the county’s proposed county police 
System, were given second reading by 
the senate. They come up once more 
and then go to the governor. 

The traveling police judge will gen- 
erally have jurisdiction over all cases 
punishable in county pails and the 
Maryland house of correction. He will 
receive $2,500 a year and $500 expenses 
and will have a clerk receiving $1,500 
annually and $300 expenses. He shall 
hold court at Laurel every Monday, at 
Hyattsville every Wednesday, at Upper 
Marlboro every Friday and in the Seat 
Pleasant election district every Thurs- 
day. He may also hold temporary 
court at other places. 

The constable bill provides that there 
shall be one officer for each of the 
districts instead of two for each of the 
eighteen present districts. In the re- 
districting of the county there will be 
23 districts. .

ceived widespread publicity in connec- 
tion with a reported boycott by De- 
troit retail food dealers. 

The boycott was said to have been 
organized after Detroit retailers pro- 
tested to Ford about his alleged prac- 
tice of underselling them in his grocery 
stores and received an unsatisfactory 
reply from the automobile manufac- 
turer. The boycott is believed to be 
only local in scope.*® 

Ford Gives Version. 

The injured manufacturer was able 
today to give his own version of the 
accident, and it was incorporated in a 
statement given out by his representa- 


tives at the Federal court trial in which 
he is a defendant against Aaron Sa- 
piro’s claim for $1,000,000 damages as 
a result of articles published in the 
Ford weekly, the Dearborn Independent. 

“Mr. Ford states that he was forced 
over the embankment by a car which 
came upon him from behind as he 
emerged from the Lord laboratories at 
Dearborn,” ran the quotation of the 
motor manufacturer’s personal story of 
the accident. 

“After a period of daze or uncon- 
sciousness Mr. Ford walked with dif- 
ficulty several hundred feet to the 
gatekeeper on his estate, who sum- 
moned Mrs. Ford.” 

It developed today that the accident 
was not without witnesses. Ernest 
Wilhelm, 20, and Carl. Makovitz, 19, of 
Dearborn, were driving behind Mr. 
Ford, they said, when a small sedan 
sped. past them and past the Ford 
coupe 6500 feet ahead. When they 
crossed the Rouge river bridge, they 
said, they saw. the coupe go over the 
embankment in its wild plunge. 


Saw Man Get Out. 


The ccupe lights remained on and 
they heard the motor running, they 
said, a man gct out, started to push at 
the coupe, and they, believing no one 
was hurt, proceeded and reported the 
accident to the Dearborn police station. 

Within 5 minutes they returned 
with a policeman, but found nobody. 
The coupe’s lights still were.on and the 
ignition keys in the car, but the motor 
had been shut off. 

The youths were questioned by the 
police yesterday and again today and 
Wilhelm’s motor car was examined. Its 
right front hub cap was missing, but 
there were no indications the automo- 
bile had been in a serious accident. 
They were not held. 

The original statement issued by the 
Ford organization through William J. 
Cameron, and Fred L. Black, editor and 
business manager; respectively, of the 
Dearborn Independent, mentioned 2 
“minor operation.” The later bulletin 
by Dr. McClure explained that the 
operation “involved a fixation of the 
chest and back by splinting.” 

Cameron and Black were witnesses 
last week in the Ford-Sapiro trial, and 
it was “because of the lawsuit now in 
progress and the unavoidable and un- 
founded inferences that may be drawn” 
that the “facts were withheld from 
the public although communicated to 
the court Monday,” said the announce- 
ment of the accident by the Ford of- 
ficials.

“Deprecates Intent.” 


“Mr. Ford strongly deprecates the 
suggestion that the accident was the 
result of intent on any one’s part,” it 
added. 

Sapiro, informed in the courtroom 
today of the accident, uttered an ex- 
clamation of surprise and immediately 
expressed his sorrow. 

“Oh, I regret that very much,” he 
said. 

Mr. Sapiro was en route to Detroit 
from New York at the time of the ac- 
cident. 

Despite the great amount. of time 
Mr. Ford spends in motor car travel 
he has been peculiarly free of accidents. 
Seven years ago was his last previous 
injury. Then he sprained his ankle 
skating on the Rouge river from his es- 
tate to that of Charles E. Sorenson, 
superintendent of the Rouge plant. 

The manufacturer’s custom of going 
about alone at all hours has caused 
concern to his family and friends, but, 
said Ford officials today “no amount of 
counsel has availei to change it.”

The people of China and the people of Mexi- 
co are entitled to a decent government of their 
own making. The United States is not inter- 
fering with their desires, but would welcome 
the establishment of good governments in both 
countries.

WANTED—A COLD CURE. 

The United States public health service has 
discovered what every employer has known 
since time immemorial—that common colds 
cause more lost time on the part of employes 
than any other complaint. In a survey of 
_ absences from work in a big industrial firm 

over a period of ten years, just completed, it 
was found that colds caused a loss of time 
_ equivalent to 1.4 days per year for every man 
on the pay roll, and 2.1 days per annum for 

very femi employe. Colds were directly 
esponsible for 39 per cent of all the absences 
ong the men, and for 31 per cent among 


men. Women’s disabling illnesses were 
lanced, however, by the fact that 
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potent cold cure. When one considers how 
frequently suffering humanity carries on de- 
spite watery eyes and sniffling nose, going 
about the task of earning a living with con- 
gested respiratory tracts, and recurring attacks 
of “chills,” and adds this to the conclusive 
statement that colds cause more absences than 
any other complaint, one wonders why some 
Tom Edison of medicine has not turned his 
genius toward compounding a specific. It 
must be a simple, home remedy, of course— 
chlorine gas inhalations may be all right, but 
their use presupposes the proper equipment. 
It must not be too disagreeable, and it must 
be efficacious. When it is produced, millions 
of dollars will be saved in industry annually, 
and a good proportion of the saving will un- 
doubtedly find its way into the pocket of the 
inventor, 


MONEY, CREDIT AND INTEREST, 


The March report of the Federal Reserve 
Board makes public many important facts 
touching the activities of the board and the 
principles governing the amount of money in 
circulation, the volume of credit, and the rate 
of :interest. 

Often it is said that the rate of discount or 
rate of interest is dictated arbitrarily by the 
Federal Reserve Board, and that the amount 
of money in circulation and the volume of 
credit are controlled by the board. 

It will be noticed in the March report that 
ever since 1923 the line of money in circula- 
tion and the line of reserve credit are sub- 
stantially parallel, or take the same general 
direction. Beginning. with January, 1927, 
there was a decline in the amount of money 
in circulation, and likewise a similar decline 
in the volume of credit granted by the Federal 
Reserve banks. General activity of business, 
not the arbitrary action of the reserve board, 


controls the amount of money and the volume © 


of credit. 

Interest rates are not determined arbitrarily 
by the Federal Reserve Board. The interest 
rate varies in all sections of the country, de- 
pending upon conditions and classes of loans. 
The rates depend upon business conditions, 
and.loans in all districts are made not by the 
Federal Reserve Board but by the local bank- 
ers. In January and February of this year 
average interest rates were substantially the 
same in Minneapolis, Chicago and Kansas City 
as in New York city. The States and cities of 
the middle West and Northwest are not dis- 
criminated against as to interest rates. 

The volume of money and credit affects the 
level of prices. The reserve bulletin reports 
a gradual decline in the volume of money and 
credit; likewise it reports a gradual decline 
in prices. since January, 1927; ten points for 
agricultural commodities and eight points for 
nonagricultural commodities. The dollar is 
gradually increasing in purchasing power. 
The Federal Reserve Board and bankers in 
general do not and can not control these va- 
riations in prices. They follow economic laws. 

When the growers of wheat, corn, hogs, 
rice or cotton or any other agricultural product 
study and understand these fundamental facts 
relating to money, credit, interest and prices, 
they will cease demanding illogical and use- 
less legislation contrary to the laws of 
economics. 


ATHLETICS IN ENGLAND. 

According to advices from England it ap- 
pears that critics of Oxford university are 
blaming the American Rhodes scholars for the 
failure of the British university to win sporting 
events. This is not because the Americans 
lack prowess, but, on the contrary, because 
they are so good that they discourage the Eng- 
lish undergraduates from trying to make the 
teams. Cambridge university men, however, 
do not accépt this excuse, but lay the blame 
to the fact that Oxfordonians refuse to train 
properly. 

It can not be true that the spirit of competi- 
tion has died out in Oxford. Surely the natural 
tendency would be to emulate the prowess of 
the American youths. If the Rhodes scholars 
are showing the way to the Englishmen, the 
latter, if American youth may be taken as a 
standard, should buckle down and attempt to 
beat the former. Lack of training, however, is 
another matter. 

American colleges have brought training 
down to a fine art. Probably nowhere else in 
the world is as much attention paid to diet and 
conditioning. Consequently when the Ameri- 
can college athleté finally enters competition 


his body has become a smooth-running ma- , 


chine as the result of months of preliminary 
grooming. Preparation of the athlete is a 
business of itself in the American university. 
When a student decides to pursue postgradu- 
ate study, continuing with his favorite sport, 
he carries the training idea with him. The 
Rhodes scholars are no exception to this rule. 
If it is true that because the Americans are 
“too good” English youths have given up try- 
ing to compete with them, then things have 
come to a pretty pass in the British Isles. 
What is the matter with the English boy?

LAW IN NEW YORK CITY. 


[verything in the way of the enforcement 
of the gambling:and prohibition laws in New 
York city seems to be very much at “sixes 
and sevens.’ In the first place District At- 
torney Buckner, whose sensational padlocking 
campaign caused nation-wide comment a year 
or two ago, has resigned, in more or less dis- 
gust. Then came the publication of the ac- 
counts of the operations of some of the ‘‘under- 
cover men” of the prohibition enforcement 
unit, which showed that Federal officials gvere 
engaged in violating the very laws they were 
sworn to enforce, and that actually “night. 
clubs’’ where liquor was sold were being main- 
tained and operated with funds supplied by 
the Treasury Department. 

This exposure led to the retirement from 
the service of the prohibition unit of A. Bruce 
Bielaski, the foremost of all the undercover 
men. Bielaski was responsible, so it was 
charged and not denied, for the creation of 
the Federal night clubs, which were main- 
tained, it was asserted, in ordér that the en- 
forcement officers might secure information as 


to the source of supply of the illicit liquor. |

there are strenuous laws against - gambling, 
and Commissioner McLaughlin reached the 
conclusion that it was part of his duty to see 
that the antigambling laws were not violated. 
In his zeal, however, he seems to have over- 
looked the fact that it is dangerous to inter- 
fere with the business ventures and amuse- 
ments of those who have the “pull” with the 
Tammany organization. He therefore made 
the mistake of raiding, through his force, the 
private gambling offices of some of the party 
leaders. And now Commissioner McLaughlin 
has resigned. 

It is reported that he gave up his post with 
the city government of Manhattan solely be- 
cause he had been offered a very lucrative aud 
very congenial position with the Postal Tele- 
graph Co., and it is possibly true that in 
severing his connection, officially, with Mayor 
Walker he was not actuated in the slightest 
degree by political considerations or conse- 
quences. The fact remains, however, that Mr. 
McLaughlin has followed United States At- 
torney Buckner and Bielaski into private life. 

But it is not to be thought for a moment 
that the generalissimo of prohibition, Dr. 
Wayne B. Wheeler, and his alter ego, Roy 
Haines, will not be able to cope with the situ- 
ation so far as the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act is concerned. 


PERRY S, HEATH. 


Perry S. Heath, prominent in national jour- 
nalism, politics and financial affairs for nearly 
half a century, passed away in his home in this 
city yesterday morning. Coming to Washing- 
ton in 1881 as the correspondent of the In- 
dianapolis Journal, the Ohio State Journal and 
several other Western newspapers, he soon 
made a prominent place for himself. 

His personality was such that he soon 
‘gained the friendship and confidence of public 
men, and had as many close confidants among 
Democrats as Republicans. His ‘“‘nose for 
news’’ was keen, and his sense of news values 
was exceptional. 

In 1887, in company with the late William 
KE. Curtis, Mr. Heath made a tour of Europe, 
and while abroad wrote a series of articles 
upon the then existing conditions in the do- 
minions of the czar. These were subsequently 
published under the title of ‘‘A Hoosier in 
Russia,” and attracted wide attention because 
of the revelations contained concerning many 
of the customs of the peasants and the activi- 
ties of the nihilists. 

In politics Mr. Heath was always a stanch 
Republican, and was largely instrumental in 
calling attention of the country to the qualifi- 
cations and ability of Benjamin Harrison, who 
stated on several occasions that he was as 
much indebted to Perry Heath for his success 
in the campaign for nomination and election 
to the Presidency as to any one man. Again 
in 1896 Mr. Heath had charge of the publicity 
in the national campaign, and in that notable 
contest he was largely instrumental in educat- 
ing the voters on the gold and silver question. 
thereby swinging them to, McKinley. 

As Assistant Postmaster General under 
President McKinley, Perry Heath, with an in- 
Significant appropriation, put in operation the 
rural free delivery service. But his most 
notable achievement officially was the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the military pos- 
tal service in Cuba during and following the 
Spanish war. 

In 1890 Mr. Heath married Miss Ella Con- 
way, of Louisville, Ky., who.survives him. Mr. 
and Mrs. Heath had spent much time abroad, 
having crossed the Atlantic some 50 times, and 
it was their intention to visit Europe again this 
summer, 

Thousands of public men throughout the 


country will mourn the death of their friend, 
Perry Heath. 


A COAST GUARD PROTEST. 


Now it is the coast guard that comes out in 
vigorous protest against the habit of some 
local judges in attempting to relieve the ex- 
chequers of their States and municipalities of 
the-cost of maintaining prisoners by giving 
them the privilege of enlisting, as an alterna- 
tive to a term in jail. 

It has frequently happened that ‘an offender 
against the laws of a State has been given a 
Suspended sentence, provided the offender 
would consent to accept service in the army, 
the navy or the marine corps. But the officers 
of those services pride themselves on the rigid 
examinations that are prescribed for recruits. 
Not only are the physical requirements suci 
as to assure the enlistment of only men of 
bodily superiority, but every possible effort is 
made to ascertain the character of the ante- 
cedents of the would-be soldier, sailor or ma- 
rine. This care in selection has gained for 
the personnel of the military establishments a 
reputation alike for physical condition and 
moral character superior to that of any other 
similar body of men in any country in the 
world. 

In the circumstances it is not surprising, 

therefore, that upon learning that the local’ 
authorities of Brockton, Mass., had offered to 
suspend the remainder of a sentence of a 
former member of the coast guard under im- 
prisonment for forgery, providing he would 
reenlist, Admiral Billard became indignant. 
“The coast guard,” wrote the admiral in a 
letter to the county commissioners, “is not a 
haven for law violators, nor is it in any way 
an auxiliary to any penal institution for the 
rehabilitation of offenders. I protest in be- 
half of the enlisted men of the coast guard 
against this insult.” 
_ A few more emphatic snubs like that which 
Admiral Billard handed out to the thrifty 
commissioners of Brockton will serve to con- 
vince such officials that Uncle Sam’s uniform 
is not the proper attire for criminals.

ORDERED BY BOARD 


Recommendation of the U. S. 
Bureau of Education 
Is Accepted. 


LIMIT ON ADMISSION 
OF STUDENTS REFUSED 


Preference for Local Men to 
- Be Continued in Filling 
High Offices.

Prospective teachers entering District 
normal schools after July 1 must un- 
dergo a three-year course of training to 
qualify for positions in the elementary 
grades as the result of an order adopted 
yesterday by the board of education on 
recommendation of the United States 


bureau of education. 

The board, however, refused to limit 
admission to the Wilson and Miner 
Normal schools to students graduating 
from high schools in the upper half of 
their class, as advised by the bureau in 
its recent survey of District normal 
schools. It was held that, as it is, ex- 
tension to three years of the present 
two-year course will discourage a large 
number of students from entering. 
Lengthening the normal school course 
of study to four years had been urged 
by the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions, and the Public School association 
had made a similar recommendation. 
The federation also had approved the 
plan to limit the number of pupils en- 
tering normal school to the upper half 
of the high school graduating classes. 


To Study Extension Courses. 


The bureau’s recommendation that 
extension courses be provided in the 
Wilson and Miner schools for the train- 
ing of practice teachers and improve- 
ment of teachers already in the service, 
was taken under advisement by the 
board,. and Superintendent of «Schools 
Frank W. Ballou was directed to inves- 
tigate the plan, and report. He like- 
wise was ordered to investigate and 
report on the desirability of assigning a 
supervisor of practice teaching to each: 
of the normal schools, as advised by the 
bureau. 

The board ordered that beginning 
July 1 the program of instruction in 
the normal schools be organized to 
cover teacher training for kindergar- 
ten work and the first two primary 
grades, es a unit, in line with the 
Survey report. 

Eleven resolutions were adopted by 
the board, which, according to Dr. 
Ballou’s interpretation, indorsed in 
substance recommendations of the 
bureau of education, although differ- 
ing in detail. Virtually all of these had 
the force only of approving practices 
now in effect in the schools. 


, Master’s Degree Not Required. 


Whereas the survey report, however, 
recommended that new appointees to 
academic teaching positions in the 
normal schools have a master’s degree, 
two years’ teaching experience and 30 
semester hours’ professional work, the 
board made no such provision in its 
resolution relating to the suggestion. 
The resolution stated that candidates 
should have “broad academic scholar- 
ship,” “adequate professional scholar- 
ship” and a “high quality of demon- 
strated teaching ability.” 

Likewise, acting on a bureau of edu- 
cation recommendation that a certain 
proportion of supervisors and princi- 
pals hereafter be appointed from out- 
side of the District to prevent “in- 
breeding,” the board resolved that it 
continue its present policy of choosing 
the best qualified person, giving pref- 
erence to Washington teachers where 
qualifications are equal. 

Where the survey report advised that 
the physical training course in the 
normal schools be extended to three 
periods a week, the board’s resolution 
favoring broad physical training in- 
struction failed to specify how often 
the classes should be held. 


Home Economic Instruction Prescribed. 


The board also adopted a general 
resolution prescribing home economics 
instruction in the normal schools, “as 
a background for the proper presenta- 
tion of instruction in industrial arts,” 
whereas the survey report had advised 
that definite time allotments be given 
the courses. 

Other resolutions adopted favored 
the present system of preparing teach- 
ers only for service in the elementary 
grades and kindergartens; that closest 
cooperation be maintained between the 
faculty of the normal schools, and of- 
ficials of the school system, and that 
the libraries in both the Wilson and 
Miner Normal schools be reconditioned 
to conform with professional require- 
ments 

It was brought out at the meeting 
that the Miner school, with an esti- 
mated capacity of 450 students, has 465 
enrolled, and the Wilson normal, with 
a capacity of 350, has 250 students. 
Commenting on the Barry Farms 
Citizens association’s recommendation 
that married women be barred from 
teaching, Dr. Ballou declared the mat- 
| ter one to be determined by legislation 
only., He was directed by the board to 
investigate the matter, together with 
the recommendation that applicants be 
denied admission to normal schools, 
after they have been out of high school 
a specified number of years.

added to it to give it lightness, and is 
made ligbt hy the quantities of air 
introduced into the batter and the ex- 
pansion of that air when heat is ap- 
plied. Therefore the mixing of this 
type of cake is of considerable import- 
ance as regards its ultimate success. 
The air must be introduced by a beat- 
ing process and an egg beater is best 
used for this, preferably the rotary 
variety. The yolks of the eggs, which 
are first beaten, must be beaten for a 
period of time that will render them 
thick and lemon colored and the‘ sugar 
for the cake then added gradually 
while the beating is continued. The 
flavoring should be added after the 
sugar and then the well-beaten whites 
should be folded in gradually. and 
gently that the air that has been s0 
painstakingly beaten into them is not 
forced again from them as they are 
added to the cake mixture. 

The flour for the sponge cake must 
be sifted thoroughly, preferably more 
than once, and salt added to it during 
the sifting. It must then be folded in- 
to the egg and gugar mixture very 
gradually, very lightly and very polite- 
ly, for to spoon those eggs about re- 


cells and defeats the cake at the out- 
set. The mixture, after the flour is 
added, is then ready to be turned into 
an ungreased angel-cake or flat-cake 
pan and baked. And in the baking 
hangs another tale. 

Butter cakes are baked with an eye 
to the rising properties of the baking- 
powder or corresponding leavening 
placed In them. Sponge and angel 
cakes are baked with the fact in mind 
that the rising comes from the expan- 
sion of the air forced into the eggs, 
of which there are many in the cake. 
They are baked more slowly than but- 
ter cakes, and at an even temperature 
rather than ‘a flighty one that goes 
up and down uncertainly. For the 
housekeepers who have heat regu- 
lators on their ovens it will be a simple 
matter to turn the dial to about 325 
and allow it to remain there. For the 
others it will be a matter of experi- 
ment until the cakes come to a perfect 
thing, from what we, by experience, dis- 
cover to be a moderate oven. 

If the oven is too hot the cells of 
the cake set too quickly and the air 
has no opportunity to do its work of 
leavening. The result is a tough, solid 
texture of cake that is much what you 
describe, I fancy, G. C. If baked toc 
slowly the cake will be leathery and 
undone and equally unappetizing. * To 
avoid baking too slowly it may be 
necessary to cover the top of the cake 
with a brown paper: to etand it, and 
then place the oven at moderate heat. 
The paper must be removed half way 
through the baking. Bake the cake for 
one hour in this moderate oven and on 
removing from the oven invert the pan 
to cool the cake. It may be iced or 
not, as one desires. An orange icing is 
acceptable, or a white or chocolate one. 
, Iat times mention our cook book and 
apparently, judging from several letters, 
have recently done so without mention- 
ing also its cost and where and how it 
may be had.

This is decidedly a supper menu 
rather than a dinner menu. In place 
of Japanese eggs may be used any of 
the other egg dishes given today. 


Japanese Eggs. 

Hard boil. five eggs and toast five 
slices of white bread cut.a bit thicker 
than for table use and after toasting 
cut them in 3-inch squares. Make a 
thick white sauce of three tablespoons 
of flour, rubbed smooth, with a cup and 
a half of milk. Season with salt and 
‘pepper to taste and add a few drops 
of onion juice and a teaspoon of 
Worcestershire sauce. Mound the 
squares of toast on a hot platter and 
cover the mound carefully with, the. 
} Sauce, to which has been added the 
finely chopped whites of the eggs. 
Over the whole sprinkle the yolks of 
the eggs after they have been forced 
through a sieve. The easiest manner 
in which to do this is to hold the 
sieve containing the whole egg yolks 
over the mound of toast and sauce and 
with the back of a spoon or one recent- 
ly washed thumb force the little ricings 
of egg yolk down over the mound.

State of Guanajuato Scene of 
Concentration; Mountains 
Aid Revolutionists. 

TASK OF SURROUNDING 
ZONE TAXES MILITARY 


Uprising in Widespread Area 
Declared to Be Under One - 
Supreme Command. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Leon, Guanajuato, Mexico, March 30. 
Since the holdup of the Mexico City- 
El Paso train over a week ago the 
state of Guanajuato has been converted 
into the center of the revolutionary 
movement in Mexico by consent of pub- 
lic opinion and the activity of the war 
department. During the last week 5,000 
seasoned troops, accustomed to moun- 
tain warfare, have been pouring 
through the populous city of Leon in 
the northwest of the state of Guana- 
guato, for the distribution at the nu- 
merous revolution disturbed points of 
the state. 

The Mexican army is letting no grass 
grow under its feet. Last night and 
until daylight this morning, army of- 
ficers unremittingly loading powerful 
army drays with ammunition, machine 
guns, mountain cannon and food sup- 
plies for the various fronts, a long, ex- 
tended line intended ultimately to coop 
the rebels in the mountains, accord- 
ing to the war department. The army 
barracks are crowded with army trans- 
ports, coming, loading and departing 
ceaselessly in an atmosphere of activ- 
ity unusual even in the Mexican army. 

“Why are so many troops pouring 
into the state of Guanajuato?” Is asked 
an army officer, 


Paradise for Rebels. 


“Study a map of central Mexico and 
you will understand,” he said. “Guana- 
juato is a network of hgih, rough 
mountains, deep canyons and trackless 
districts crossed only by most difficult 
trails—a paradise of revolutionists. 
Five htousand troops are none too 
many to form a line of steel about the 
extended district of the revolutionary 
activities.” 

“The task of surrounding the rebels 
in the state oi: Guanajuato is many 
times more difficult than that of sur- 
rounding the Yaqui Indians in the Ba- 
catete mountains, said the army officer. 

Two high rugged ranges o7 the Sierra 
Madres ran through Guanajuato, con- 
tinuing into the neighboring states of 
Queretaro, San Luis Potosi and Jalisco; 
all more or less revolutionary affected. 
From there they continue into other 
revolutionary centers in Michoacan, 
Zacatecas, Mexico, Hidalgo, Colima, 
Guerrero, and Morelos, comprising an 
extensive network of high, rugged 
mountains through which the rebels 
can readily pass, avoiding battle when 
convenient. The problem before the 
Mexican government is to police effec- 
tively this far-flung district while Aight- 
ing the :evolt to a finish. 


Enemy Keeps Money. 

On the train was a-. confessed 
“farmer” with whom a correspondent 
talked on the way to Irapuato, the real 
concentration point of the Mexican 
army in the campaign against the 
rebels of central Mexico. He had more 
information than any farmer he had

Gallegos told him the revolutionary 
movement was obeying one superior 
command from Guanajuato to Guer- 
rero.

But winter is another story. Colds, 
coughs and pneumonia, while slightly 
less prevalent and less deadiy than ten 
years ago, are more'so than they. were 
50 years ago. Rickets is so prevalent 
that it might be the basis of suffrage 
in American cities. While polluted air 
is not the only cause of winter sickness, 
it is one of them and an important one, 
just as polluted water is not the only 
cause of typhoid, 


When Chicago drank polluted water 
from a befouled lake, water borne in- 
fection was an important source of ty- 
phoid, but not the only one. Efforts 
to prevent the fouling of the air hav- 
ing been rather trifling, they renewed 
one of the old “boll the water” days 
when that was about all we did to 
prevent typhoid. 

I have recently read some of the 
back files of the Chicago Tribune and 
the Chicago Daily News. 1 refer to 
those of the early nineties; that is, be- 
tween 30 and 40 years ago. At that! 
time the same type of smoke cam- 
paign was being run that we are now 
running. The authorities were promis- 
ing what would be accomplished, The 
papers had reports of prosecution of the 
owners of smoking chimneys. The 
papers were,giving publicity through 
pictures and the written word to vio- 
lators of the antismoke laws. Editor- 
lals on the subject appeared with —_- 
larity. A lot of hurrah! and. tien 
nothing. We are as we then were~ 
only worse. 

At that time the papers were full of 
“boil the water” trifling. Finally the 
suthorities stopped that folishness and 
went at the matter of water protection 
in a serious way. Results followed. 


Trifling has never solved the air pol- 
lution problem. It was solved once in 
Pittsburgh for a few years by changing 
to natural gas as 4 fuel. It was solved 
in New York by changing from hard 
to soft coal perhaps for a time. It will 
never be solved in Chicago except by 
changing to centralized heating, light- 
ing. and power production, or by 
some change in fuel. 


When the Daily News stated that they 
would make use of air rights in bullding 
their new home, over the raijroad 
tracks, they started something. The 
natural outcome of that plan will he 
a contribution to the control of winter 
diseases, the first of co uence there- 
abouts in a long time. It will mean 
many millions to the people.
